"copies to file, Ramparts end Mark Lane" (underlined as J im is wont to do); 

Handwritten, 1-page letter signed by Nagell, to Martin, dated April 
13,1967. with several added handwritten notations; 

Similar envelope address to Martin by Negell, dated April 17, 1367 
at Sppingfleld, Me., by cancellation, with adeed notations (2); 

Betyped letter headed "Letter from Richard Case Nagell to Senator 
Richard Russell January 3, 1968... (did not xerox well)", with added notations 
(these notations may be in - : .ortin *3 handwriting); 

Two-page memo from Martin on Nagell case, top missing, was on legal 
paper, this copy letter-sized Xerox, recounting his 4/19/67 conversation with 
Dr. Cicone, Director of the Medical Canter for Federal Prisoners; 

Ditto, single pags of three short paragraphs, beginning, "on the morn- 
ing of April 25, 1967, I aad s rather lengthy meeting with e clinical psychiatrist 
in this city" for help in composing s letter to Nsgell; 

I an aware of the possibility that subsequent to the trip to Dallas I 
made with your knowledge you nay have assented to this being given tc someone 
there. I am also aware that Boxley had been in contact with the person I went to 
see before I was there (as well a° after, if you didn t know that) and he may 
have been authorized to give copies of this file to someone. It is my impression 
that this is far from your complete Nagell file. I have a continuing good relation- 
ship with this man in Dallas. 1 havs also introduced a friend to him and tney get 
along very well. Everything may be in order, but because of the possibility tnis 
is far from whet was delivered and that it might not have been authorized, I tell 
you about it. Inhave every confidence the person from whom this came would not 
use this file against your interest. I will continue my efferst to learn more. If 
there is anything special you'd like ms to do, let me know. 

A second matter is important to me 3nd Gary Dchoener. About the time 
of one of my trips to iNew Orleans he mailed ms an only copy of work that had been 
•done comparing ‘‘‘hornley's testimony with his printed version. There were extensive 
changes in it. Neither he nor I can find this. It may be important to you also 



that we complete this work. Therefore, would you olease have the Thornley 
and any other appropriate files checked to see if inadvertently it was opened 
as office mail end place in the file? There were anout 20 typed pages. It was 

a rough draft. It was not by ^choener but was done for hint, at his request 
by another person. u ^ 9

you because, as you know, I em not in e position to use my better copier and 
the quality of what I have precludes the possibility I could make meaningful 
conies on the old Thermofax, which is working.
